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1 . DEPARTMENT AGREES THAT FAREWELL CALLS DESCRIBED REF A 
OFFER SUITABLE OCCASION FOR REVIEW OF BILATERAL RELATIONS 
AND FOR MAKING CSCE DEMARCHE CALLED FOR IN REF B. YOU 
SHOULD MAKE APPROACH ALONG LINES SUGGESTED IN REF A, BUT 
WITH CHANGES AND/OR ADDITIONS AS NOTED IN PARAS. 2-3 
BELOW. IN PARTICULAR, WE WOULD HOPE TO TAKE POSITIVE LINE 
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WHICH WOULD SET THE TONE FOR A MORE 
COOPERATIVE APPROACH BY THE BULGARIANS AT BELGRADE AND IN 
CSCE GENERALLY. WE WANT ALSO TO ESTABLISH AN EVEN 
STRONGER LINKAGE FOR THE BULGARIANS BETWEEN THEIR FURTHER 
IMPLEMENTATION OF CSCE COMMITMENTS AND THE EMERGENCE OF A 
POSITIVE WORKING ATMOSPHERE AT THE BELGRADE MAIN MEETING.

WILL PROCEED IN A CONSTRUCTIVE AND NON-POLEMICAL WAY 
AND WE BELIEVE THAT OUR BILATERAL EXCHANGES HAVE CONTRIB- 
UTED, AND CAN CONTRIBUTE FURTHER, TO THE POSITIVE

3. FOLLOWING ARE SUGGESTED CHANGES OR ADDENDA TO THE

A) RE REFERENCE TO HIGH-LEVEL VISITS, WE WOULD PREFER 
THAT YOU NOT, REPEAT NOT SPECIFICALLY MENTION POSSIBLE 
VISITS TO US OF PAPAZOV AND AGRICULTURAL MINISTER KRUSTEV. 
INSTEAD, SUGGEST THAT YOU INCLUDE MINISTERIAL-LEVEL VISITS 
IN YOUR GENERAL STATEMENT, I.E., THAT WE HOPE TO EXTEND 
INVITATIONS TO MINISTERS, PARTY CC DEPARTMENT HEADS AND 
SECRETARIES IN DUE COURSE. YOU OF COURSE CAN REFER TO 
ZHIVKOVA AND SHOPOV VISITS, AND FUTURE VISITS, AS SIGNIFI- 
CANT FROM A BILATERAL STANDPOINT AS WELL AS FROM CSCE 
ANGLE. 

B ) RE TRAVEL (REFTEL, PARA 3C), WE ARE STUDYING YOUR
